In the case of (iii) above, numbers 
only of livestock slaughtered are collected, 
dressed carcass weights being estimated on 
the basis of particulars compiled from the 
annual returns from country butcheries. The 
monthly details of slaughterings include 
estimates derived by apportioning the annual 
totals for country butcheries, and farms and 
stations. 


Livestock slaughtered for boiling down 
and livestock slaughtered for human 
consumption but subsequently condemned are 
excluded from these statistics. 


Where figures have been rounded, 
discrepancies may occur between sums of the 
component items and totals.
